yelled a woman in a New York court room not 
long ago, and to the surprise of the judge and 
some ot the spectators, other women took up the 
cry. 
The fact was suddenly revealed that num- 


bers of persons in the most civilized city in 
America firmly believed In the power ot tho evil 
eye, and that a oaby had lost tho use of its legs 
because it had been cursed by a woman supposed 
to have that power. 


The belief in witchcraft is supposed to have 


perished in this enlightened country a little over 
200 years ago. 
Shortly after the witchcraft per- 


secutions which took place in Salem in tho 17th 
century, a whole literature against the belief in 
witches sprang into being. 
It began with books 


which admitted that the Devil was a dangerous 
fellow and apt to tamper with human destiny, but 
which denied that he could do it through the 
medium of witches. Such arguments'as this were 
followed by others more and more radical In tone, 
•until finally the most intelligent came out flatly 
for the bold Idea that there was nothing in any of 
these supernatural ideas. 


1 
These bold intellectuals were ot first regarded 


askance, but they gradually prevailed. 
People 


who believed in witches became ashamed to ac- 
knowledge tho fact. 
Host important of all, the 


church and the law no longer took ofilcial cog- 
nizance of witches, as both had done before the 
year 1700. Witchcraft as a crime recognized by 
the statutes ceased to exist. 


« » * * » 


But the belief in witchcraft by r-° means | 


ceased. Literal belief in witches who commune 
•with the Devil and cast supernatural-'spells Is still i 
commoii to a large part of the human race. It is 
widely scattered among the lower, peasantry of 
Europe, and by them i.s Imported into the United 
States with every boatload of immigrants. Fur- 
thermore, it still 
flourishes 
ns an 
Indigenous 


product in many sections of this country. 
Down 


in the southwest, for example, Mexicans and In- 
dians still believe in It implicitly, and to some ex-- 
tent openly. A Mexican woman in a southwestern 
town has been known to spit in the eye of a baby 
in public, and explain that she did It to protect 
the child from the curse of a witch who was 
looking at it. 


Belief In witchcraft as literal and crude as Is 


indicated by this incident, and that ot the New 
York court room, m.iy be comparatively rare. 
But the essentials of witchcraft are still widely 
prevalent. These essentials are Ignorance and the 
credulity that always KOOS with If, and. persons 
cross bones on the red (lag—the new emblem of| w h o arc anxious to turn both to their own ad- 
world piracy—others have- a few marks o£ .the vantage. 
struggle against wind and weather, and there, 
riding out the hurricane, with a few scars only, 
is a staunch vessel flying tho stars and stripes. 
For two years the life boats oC this ship' have 
been saving the dying- on the rest ot tho world's 
fleet oC nations. 
Millions of dollars have flown 


over .the sides of that ship, tho United States, to 
others .in distress. 


•Through high efficiency, the patriotic devotion 


of her people and good business judgment, the 
United States has had a marvelous yesterday. It 
is less emphasized today except by contrast, and 
we await tomorrow,' In the belief that there will 
be an improvement over today.

He therefore con- 
flnea hla mental operations to the world that he 
is able to apprehend with his mind and his senses.

Eut this position is possible only to a mind 


somewhat trained and logical. The iprnorant man 
is vafftiely aware that there Is a. supernatural 
world, an'd he necessarily conceives of this world 
in emotional and imaginative terms. 
As sure as 


he thinks about the matter at all, he Is scared of 
ghosts, or has visions of witches or fairies or hob- 
•soblins or something. He or she is ftcncvally a 
hardwo.-kiuK 
person, druprprcd. by routine, 
mid 


therefore does not think of the matter much. Bui 
that sense of the supernatural is always there. 


The great army of those who believe they com- 


municate with tho dead by 
means, of a otiija 


board, and those who support our pfrc.it army or 
fortune tellers in luxurious ease, arc. the modern 
descpndents of the witchburncrs. 
It is noticeable 


that women are more prono to these superstitions 
than men, and the reason is that women have 
more leisure, and arc therefore more cognisant of 
the mystic clement in life. 
• This belief in the supernatural 'as an abstrac- 
tion if-, as we said, inevitable. There is something 
of it in every man. It is the root of his religious 
sense., It is his instinctive recognition oC the fact 
that a'finite mind cannot possibly comprehend an 
infinite universe—that there are vast areas of 
existence which transcend the powers of the hu- 
man mind, and aro beyond all laws which It. can 
discover. 


It is the tendency to manufacture this mystic 


sense into definite images which does the damage. 
The believer in witchcraft likewise refuges io put 
the blame for his troubles where it belongs—on 
himself. 
Instead he picks 'out some neighbor 


whom he envies or dislikes and accuses that per- 
son of being a witch and in league with the Devil, 
Thus he at once dignifies his' own misfortunes and 
geta even with- an enemy. 


And another element enters into the matter 


here. There are usually leaders of the communi- 
ty who are to some extent to blame for the mis- 
fortunes of its members, and they arc only too 
glad to have the blame saddled on' some super- 
natural force. 
Hence the sanction which witch- 


craft long received from the law and other high 
Institutions. 


It is easy to see how the psychological essentials 


of witchcraft still work among us. 
All of our 


willingness to believe in bugaboos conjured by our 
politicians is based on the same credulity, the 
same ignorance, and the same desire to find a 
dramatic cause for troubles which are really due , aay 
to our own stupidity more than to anything else. 
The tendency to blame all our economic troubles 
on "profiteers," "Reels" and other 
such lialf- 


mythical malefactors, is the same tendency that 
made witchcraft popular with our ancestors. 


ing followed by disastrous fires, and restoring 
gradually but none the less economically and per- 
sistently, the forests ot the state, so that a lumber 
supply may be depended upon in the future.

This measure 


will have the support of the members from Rock 
county, we are sure, and with excellent backing 


. from the people it should succeed. 


Dr. Ridgway, who is a member of the Public 


Welfare committee of the senate, also will intro- 


' duce a measure which will have a far-reaching 


effect on the park and playground possibilities of 
villages, towns and cities.

.the purchase of lands for park purposes, in tracts 
from 10 to ICO acres. This land is to be either 
bare, cut-over, or covered with second growth 
timber. Tho -big central Idea is, and that is in- 
corporated in the measure, that the land must 
be planted to trees and each park be a unit oC 
reforestation. 


In that way we will have in a few years many 


acres of forest growing in the state to take the 
place of the timber that has been ruthlessly cut 
out. 
The Gazette has repeatedly called attention 


to the need for more wood land, and if the forest 
program, cannot be had through private enter- 
prise and the planting or preservation ot wood 
lots hero and there, the city or village with the 
support of tho community should do it. It is .to 
be hoped that Senator Ridgway will also see the 
possibility of adding a clause to his bill, whereby 
some means may be provided for the preservation 
of .the splendid forest trees we still have with us 
in small mimlicr on .the farms of the older nettled 
communities.
